Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . Claims 22-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art to the claimed subject matters is Lin. Lin discloses a 
method and apparatus for detecting FCCH burst for GSM handset system by using 
adaptive notch filter However, none of prior arts of record discloses the steps of 
identify the first and second FCCH bursts by correlating the first transmission data and 
the second transmission data against the signal template wherein the first and second 
transmission data are taken at the first and second periods of time respectively, and 
determining whether the first FCCH time data correlates to the second FCCH time data. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 



• Poon (6,101 ,383) discloses apparatus and method in communication 
network. 

• Ishi (5,867,786) discloses system for monitoring carriers of peripheral 
zones. 

• Kunkel (6,308,068) discloses method and apparatus in a radio 
communication network.
